of its vicillitudes, he was. atively en: 
gaged in the councils or the ‘armies of 
the country; and that he, invariably 
fultained the character of -a'brave and 
able olficer. For ievetai years previeus 
to the prefidency of Mr. Jefferfon, he 
was a member of the Houle of Repre- 
fentatives; in which he took a diltin- 
guithed icad in all the military arrange- 
ments. He has been, without intermif.’

The meafures of the admiriftration 
tried their fincerity on other important 
points. The funding interet, with what 
policy we fhall-not pretend to fay, had 
uniformly reproached. them with hofti- 
lity to the regular payment of the in- 
tereft and the final difcharge of the pub- 
licdebt. This opinion was induftrioufly 
ard widely difleminated ; and operating,

gular payment of the intereft has not, 
for a moment, been impeded ; while 
theultimate difcharge of the principal has 
been haftened beyond all precedent, to- 
wards which the annual fum of feven 
millions three handred thoufand dollars 
has been appropriated. Under the auf- 
pices -cfthefe’.meafures, our ftock has 
arifen, and thofe, to ‘whom-we are in- 
debted, are only. diffatisfed-with the una 
expectedly fpeedy difcharge of their 
claims. 

This view of the fifcal operations of 
the*gavernment ign be extenfively ra- 
mified. This would, however; probably 
be too great a trial of the patience of the 
reader. We thall therefore here reit our 
details. 

-Tke concurring opinions of enlight 
ened writers have impofed three great 
duties on the intendants of the revenue 
of a {tate ; viz. to raife a revenue equal 
to the expenditure ; to collect it in fuch 
a manner as to be the leaft oppreflive ;

On the 1ft of 
October i80t, it was 2,946,038 dolls. 
on the ift October 1802, 4,539,675 dól- 
lars; andon the rft of October 1863, 
5,860,e00 dollars; fums, all of which 
are larger than the {pecié balance at the 
time the new adminiftration commenced, 
which only amounted to 1,794,044 dol- 
lars. 

That they have colleGed the revenue 
in fuch a manner as to be the leait op- 
preflive is evinced by two confiderations, 
the diminution of the expence-of col 
lection, and the perfect fatisfaction, on 
this point, which is not difturbed by a 
fingle murmur of difapprobation. 

‘That the revenue thus raifed has been 
frugally difburfed has already appeared.

The foreign journals 
afford no ground whatever ‘to'juitify the 
apprehenfions which afford no ground 
whatever to jaftify the apprehenfions 
which have been fuggeited ; nor is it 
confiltent with thet acknowledged cun. 
ning of thé-#rench emperor. to fuppofe 
that he would hazzard. fo dangerous an: 
experiment at a moment when fo many 
cf the European powers are ready to 
pour the phial-of vengeance on his de- 
vated head.

_ We agree perfeét.y, that Buonaparte 
is ready, completely ready, and has Jong 
been fo; and wants nothing but a favor- 
able opportunity to let us fee and feel it. 
But if we remain as we ought to do, on 
Our guard, that favorable opportunity 
he will never find, dt is well known, 
oefides, to be the opinion of fome of 
Buenaparte’s moft confidential councel- 
lors, that this lingering’ warfare is the 
moft fatal which he can. wage with us. 
Weare not of opinion thatadefcnlive war- 
fare is fo ruinous to_us as they, and fome 
intelligent*perfons here too, imagine ; 
not that France is fuffering lefs from her 
military eftablifhment than we are. Ii 
is true, however, tha. France had. in 
peace, and would have kept up had peace 
coniinued, nearly as great a military ef- 
tablifhment as fhe now has- As far as 
this alters the cafe, the difference is in 
her favor. “Sheis wafting in war near- 
ly as fhe would have. wafed in peace; 
we are wafting in war, who would have 
been getting powerful in peace.
